CHAPTER 224

AN ACT to create 97.02 (12) (n) 3 of the statutes, relating to a definition
and standard for nonfat milk-macaroni.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

97.02 (12) (n) 3 of the statutes is created to read:

97.02 (12) (n) 8. Nonfat milk-macaroni is macaroni, except that
nonfat dry milk and carrageenin or the salts of carrageenin are used in
preparing the dough. The amount of nonfat dry milk used is not less than
12 per cent, and not more than 25 per cent, of the weight of the finished
product, and the amount of carrageenin or the salts of carrageenin used
is not less than 0.1 per cent, and not more than 0.2 per eent, of the weight
of the finished product.
